of the James boys and the Younger brothers. 

Just before the hottest part of the fight in 
the present political campaign in Kansas 
City and Jackson County began young Jesse 
James, the son of the famous bandit, was 
arrested for complicity in the robbery of the 
Missouri Pacific train outside of the limits 
of Kansas City on the night of Sept. 23 
last. The holding up of this train and the 
blowing up.of the express car with dynamite 
caused great excitementin this city. It re- 
vived the long series of events of the same 
kind that have happened in Jackson County, 
and threw them into the campaign. : 


Young James Starts It. 


It happened that young Jesse James, who 
for eight years had been employed at Ar- 


mour’s establishment here, had been estab- | 


lished in the cigar business in the tourthouse 
by a number of prominent local Democratic 
politicians. Ex-Governor Crittenden and a 
dozen or more of the best known people who 
sprang to the defense of yqung James are 
Democrats, and it was not long before the 
Republicans openly were charging the Dem- 
ocratic party with sympathy with train rob- 
bers and collusion in aiding them to escape 
the law.

Two English naval officers passed through 
the city yesterday from Hongkong, China, 
where they have been stationed for some 
time, to England, where they have been 
ordered to report in accordance with the 
great mobilization plan which England its 
now carrying out. They were Captain 
Henry Graham and Lieutenant Commander 
Charles Ellis Crawford, and they were reg- 
istered at the WeHington, where they took 
luncheon. | 

Lieutenant Commander Crawford is or- 
dered to service in the Mediterranean squad- 
ron, while Captain Graham will report for 
duty at the Devenport navy yard. Com- 
mander Crawford was a schoolmate of Clerk 
Jago of the Wellington, and yesterday the 
boyhood acquaintance was renewed.

BAD CHECKS 
HIS SPECIALTY. 


Wilhelm Lodtman Is Captured 
After a Police Search of — 
Three Years. 


WAS A GERMAN OFFICER. 


Chicago People Not the Only 
Victims Who Have Met 
with Him. 


TAKEN IN PORT HURON, MICH. 


Wilhelm Lodtman was brought to Chicago 
from Port Huron, Mich., yesterday and 
placed in a police cell, and in his capture the 
police crown with success three years of 
search, for him. Lodtman was once a 
wealthy lumber dealer of Bohemia and an 
officer in the German army, but is now penni- 
less, Lieutenant Jurs and Detectives Culkin 
and Gleason of: the West North Avenue 
Police Station caught him. 

Lieutenant Jurs says Lodtman is one of 
the most successful swindlers he has come in 
contact with and his victims may be num- 
bered by the hundred. His scheme, as he 
admits, has been to cash worthless checks 
and drafts for various amounts, operating 
not only in Chicago but through many 
States, Among the alleged victims are: 

Rheinhold Zimmerman, 717 West North avenue, 
clothing dealer; cashed a draft for $35. 

‘H. F. Halle, 541 West Madison street, florist; 
cashed a check for $20. 

Hammond, Ind., cashed a check 
or 


Frank Thomas, Desplaines, Ill., gave $25 on a 
worthless check. 

Walter Speling, Desplaines, Ill., cashed a check 
for $35. 

Lodtman admits passing checks or drafts 
on these victims, but denies the charge 
of the police that Frank Buetled of Seward, 
Ill., was also victimized by him. He ad- 
mits that many more persons were swin- 
died by him both in Chicago and outside, 
but he refuses to give the police their 
names. According to his own statement 
he intended to make one final stroke by 
swindling a bank at Port Huron, Mich. 
He said he would surely have been success- 
ful had not he been arrested, and then he 
intended to escape to Europe and never re- 
turn. When taken he had in his possession 
railroad tickets for Boston. | : 

Letters have been received from the po- 
lice of Aurora and other towns throughout 
Illinois calling for the arrest of the man. 
Lodtman is a fine-appearing man, and has 
had an excellent education. He is 52 years 
old, and was born in Germany. His father 
served many years in the German army 
with the rank of Major. The prisoner also 
served in the same army as Second Lieu- 
tenant, and fought in the Russian-Turkish 


time correspondent for various European 
papers, and was taken prisoner. His father 
was killed in the Franco-Prussian war. 
Lodtman spent several years in the uni- 
versity at Heidelberg. He speaks seven 
languages. During the last few years he 
had spent nearly all his time traveling 
through this country and sending dis- 
patches to newspapers in Europe, at the 
same time contributing articles to Ameri- 
can newspapers in various portions of the 


Alaska, where he remained for some time. 

He first came to Chicago before the great 
fire and was employed as a bookkeeper 
by a wholesale grocery firm on River street. 
In 1874 his grandfather died, leaving him 
a larf#e inheritance, the principal being a 
lumber business at Bohemia valued at $50,- 
000. He went to Bohemia and conducted 
the business for a time, later going into the 
army. In 1889 he returned to America, and 
has been in this country most of the time 
since. He was married six years ago, his 
wife living at present with friends on Oakley 
avenue, 

Lodtman first began cashing worthless 
checKs three years ago. He says he was 


led to it by receiving a worthless draft in 
payment for work he had done, and, finding 
the first attempt an easy one, repeated it, 
and hag since passed many checks and 
drafts. In February, 1896, complaints be- 
came numerous and Lodtman was pursued 
by detectives, but he eluded them and es- 
. caped from the city. He afterward made 
his presence in Chicago known each time he 
visited here, but the police would hardly 
start after him until he would again disap- 
pear. Several weeks ago it was learned 
that he had visited Port Huron, and a de- 
scription was sent there. He was caught 
after some delay.

| BROKERS ARE UP IN ARMS | 


DECLARE COMMISSIONER SCOTT’S 
DECISION WILL RUIN THEM. 


Board of Trade Members Say the Rul- 
ing Leaves Them Worse Of than 
They Were Before the Protest Was 
Made — Non-Traders Claim the 
Double Tax Amounts to More than 
Their Profits and Will Drive Them 
Out of Business. 


~ 


Brokerage firms on the Board of Trade are 
for the most part up in arms at the decision 
rendered by Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue Scott on Saturday, upon the protest of 
the board against the paying of a double 
tax on sales of grain and other products by 
members when acting in the capacity of 
broker. 

Instead of being in their favor, as Wash- 
ington dispatches indicated, the brokers say 
they are left practically worse off than be- 
fore, and with the most liberal interpreta- 
tion of the decision they are no better off. 

They say members who trade for them- 
selves are practically out of it, while the 
brokers must still pay the double tax. 

Many of the brokers declare the enforce- 
ment of the tax for a year or two will mean 
the end of the Chicago Board of Trade, be- 
cause it will drive brokers and scalpers out 
of business. 

The non-brokers, for the most part, express 
the opinion that the chief grievance had been 
removed. It was the general opinion, how- 


ever, that the effect of the decision would — 


\depend a good deal on the future ‘local in- 
terpretation of it. a 

The speculative members of the board de- 
clare that so bitter is the feeling it will 
affect the vote considerably at the coming 
election. It is said that the double tax is 
far greater than the profits. 

The brokers declare they have no further 
hope of their wrongs being righted until the 
Federal Supreme Court passes on the case. 
In the meanwhile, they say, they are being 
driven out of business. 

William T. Baker says the decision was 
what he expected, in view of the facts, if it 
was not what he had wished. ~ 

*“*I regard the decision as r@moving the 
grievance of the board, which was the prin- 
cipal thing,’’ said Mr. Baker last evening. 
“As the law was intérpreted, it looked 
something like spitework, and the decision 
by Commissioner Scott seems to remove 
that feature of it. What the effect. will be 
in dollars and cents nobody can say. I do 
not believe the Board of Trade was agitated 
so much over the effect of the interpreta- 
tion on their profits as they were over the 
way in which the interpretation seems to 
have been inspired. I do not Know how the 
majority of the board members will regard 
it, however.” | 

*“‘It is impossible to tell what effect the 
interpretation will have until it is passed 
upon by the local revenue authorities,” said 
Frank G. Logan. “It looks as though it 
would make a considerable difference with 
the profits of the brokers.” 

Z. P. Brosseau was outspoken in his be- 
lief that the decision would cut off the 
brokers’ profits, and more, too. 

“A tax of $7-on 100,000 bushels is more 
than the profits,’’ he said, “ and it can have 
but one effect on trades. The brokers were 
already taxed. all they could bear, and this 
interpretation leaves them no option but 
to wait until the Supreme Court passes 
upon the law. When it does, it will, I be- 
lieve, be’annulled. But it is a long time 
for the brokers to wait.” h 


MYSTERY ATTENDING 
WOMAN’S DEATH 
IN CINCINNATI. 


Prominent Young People Are Placed in 

a Bad Light by the Tragedy—Suicide 

or Accidental Drowning in a Bath 


Cincinnati, O., Nov. 6.—At 6 o’clock th 
morning Frank H. Woodrow, a stationer, 
hurriedly summoned Dr. E. Brunning to 
Flat 7, in the Alta Building, at Fourth 
and Sycamore streets. The. doctor Was 
shown the dead body of a young woman in 
a bathtub fuil of water. Dr. Brunning said 
it was a case of death from drowning. 

Mr. Woodrow, in whose flat it occurred, 
notified the Coroner. It has been ascertained 
that the girl’s name was Nannie Bversleigh. 
She was formerly of Irdnton, O. She and 
Mrs. Josie Gerold, a widow, went to the flat 
together last night. They were companions 
of Boyd Wessel and Frank H. Woodrow. 
Miss Eversleigh and Boyd Wessel had been 
living under assumed names for a year. 
Mrs. Gerold is well connected here. Boyd 
Wessel is the son of a highly respected man 
in this city, and Mr. Woodrow’s family 
connections are of the highest respectability. 

No one connected with the affair will give 
any account of how the tragedy occurred. 

Both young men are under parole arrest 
and surveillance pending an examination to 
ascertain the cause of the bruise on the dead 
girl’s temple. None of the party have made 
any attempt to conceal the facts or to es- 
cape, though they left no stone unturned to 
prevent publicity. The present opinion is 
that it is a case of suicide or accidental 


drowning.

PLAN FOR NEW GOVERNMENT 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 6.—Following is, 
an extract from a letter received by Sefior 
— from General Gomez, written Oct. 


** Most of the officers and soldiers went into 
the field obey!ng my orders; I cannot aban- 
don them until their future is assured. They 
have lost everything they had; they have a 
right to some compensation, and, above all, 
to their salaries; the new government must 
secure them. The disbandment cannot occur 
till the Spaniards have evacuated; my men 
cannot be abandoned without bread or work 
to the mercy of their enemies. 

*‘ A solution could be found, perhaps, in the 
plan which the American government is said 
to have of creating a native civil guard, 
formed in the majority of Cuban soldiers. 
This organization would offer the advantage 
of not exposing the American troops to the 
deadly climate of the island and at the same 
time the United States would have peoples 
who know the country thoroughly. In the 
meanwhile and until the evacuation occurs 
food must be provided for my soldicrs. 

“The evacuation should be as rapid as 
possible, and afterwards everything would 
be arranged, for the American government 
will fulfill its moral pledges to us. Some. 
people have tried to make us suspicious, so 
as to bring about trouble,- but before doubt- 
ing of the good faith of the American people 
we must wait for acts which shall give the 
lie to their solemn pledge. 

Confidence in American Promises. 

*‘IT have full confidence in the solemn 
promises made by the Congress of Wash- 
ington, and for that reason I do not have 
any fear as to the independence of Cuba. 
Some time must elapse before our ideal will 
be realized, but after so many struggles 
and privations we can wait a little longer. 

“The military occupation by the United 
States is, to a certain extent, necessary to 
prepare and hurry the evacuation of the 
Spanish and to bring about harmony among 
the different factors in Cuban politicians. 

** During this military occupation the re- 
publican government will be organized. Its 
decisions will be finally accepted by all; or- 
der will reign everywhere. 

‘Those who speak now of annexation 
try to satisfy, above all, their spite, propa- 
gating unfounded fears as to personal se- 
curity and private property. : 

“Tite final success of our struggle has 
required necessary destruction of proper- 
ty which the enemy used to its advantage, 
but we have never attacked individuals, 

“The struggle against Spain is now end- 
ed; we commence now a more delicate and 
difiqult task—namely: to make ofr repub- 
lican political system triumph and to re- 
construct the country. | 

“It is not an easy labor, and all men who 
love their country should contribute to it;

standing my 61 years.” 


Plans for New Government. 

The government of Cuba has given the ad- 
ministration much concern and its form is 
not yet definitely determined upon. Since 
issuing the order designating the troops to 
go to Cuba there has been considerable talk 
at the War department about the probable 
commander of troops in Cuba and the or- 
ganization of a government, civil and mili- 
tary. ; 

The probabilities now are that Cuba will 
be designated as one department and placed 
under the command of one officer. 

The general impression seems to be that 
the officer will be Major General Wade, now 
chairman of the Cuban Military commission, 
whose duties as a member of this commis- 
sion have fitted him for the office. 

The President and Secretary Alger have 
great confidence in General Wade and be- 
lieve he combines the military and civil 
qualities necessary for the supreme com- 
mand in Cuba when American occupation i¢ 
complete. 

There has been an intimation that General 
Brooke, who has been in command in Porto 
Rico, might be selected for command in 
Cuba, but such is not the present intention. 
General Brooke, who ranks all the Major 
Generals in the volunteer service, commands 
only about 6,000 troops in Porto Rico, less 
than some Brigadier Generals who are in 
command of divisions, and much less than 
several Generals in command of corps. 

Brooke Anxious to Leave. 

It is generally understood that General 
Brooke does not care to remain in Porto 
Rico longer than the department thinks his 
services there are required. 

There has been some suggestion that Gen- 
eral Merritt might return and take command 
in Cuba, but the administration is inclined to 
the selection of General Wade. 

General Wade, ranking all the volunteer 
Major Generals now in service, would rank 
General Lee in command of the Seventh 
Corps,although the latter will be in actual 
command of the district of Havana. 

It is possible that the Department of Cuba 
will be divided into districts. The principal 
districts would be Havana, Santiago, and 
Cienfuegos. It is possible that each prov- 
ince will be designated as a district. 

The command of the Second Corps is still 
unsettled. General Lawton was at one time 
selected for the place, but it was found that 
two officers at least ranked him, and this 
proved rather unsatisfactory.

TEXT OF MYSTERIOUS 
MILWAUKEE MESSAGE 
SENT TO MRS. JENKINS. 


Wording Announced by One Who Read 
it—Friends Say the Missing Man’s 
Wife Doubts Its Authenticity— 


Mrs. B. F. Jenkins’ sudden and unalterable 
determination not to talk about her hus- 
band's bond-jumping or abduction possibly 
may_ be explained by the mysterious tele- 
gram which she received on Friday and re- 
fused to divulge, though she stoutly main- 
tained it had no connection with the case. 

It is learned from one who saw the message 
that it was worded as follows: 

Milwaukee, Wis., 
Jenkins, Clarendon Hotel, Chicago: Don’t worry; 
am all right; will return early next week. BEN. 

After this telegram came Mrs. Jenkins 
denied herself to all newspaper men. She 
sent word by the hotel proprietor that it had 
no connection with her husband's disap- 
pearance, and that she would not show it to 
anybody else until her lawyer, John J. 
Coburn, had seen it. As she is confined to 
her room with a sprained foot, and as Coburn 
hesitates to intrude upon her sorrow, he has 
not yet seen the message. 

Mrs. Jenkins’ friends say she told them 
Jenkins had never signed a letter or message 
** Ben,”’ as she always called him, as he 
called himself ‘*‘ Frank.’’ fhe thought this 
stamped the message as unauthentic. Jen- 
kins is known to his political friends chiefly 
under the name of “ Ben,”’ and it is said Mrs. 
Jenkins thinks some of them induced Mil- 
waukee acquaintances to wire the soothing 
message. But Jenkins’ friends are not 
worrying about him. 

‘*O. he will be back on election day,’’ the

kins, arrived here from Lansing, Mich., on 
Saturday night, and she will remain with 
her daughter until definite information 
about the missing man is obtained.

There was some expectation on the North 
Side during the day that Jenkins would re- 
turn to his usual haunts during the evening, 
but he failed to do so. It was thought he 
would ‘“‘ bob up serenely "’ as soon as the 
danger of his case being put to trial before 
the election had passed. 

In other circles the suspicion found lodg- 
ment that Jenkins was not only in Chicago, 
but that he actually was concealed, and 
had been since Thursday, in a room in the 
Clarendon Hotel. This suspicion based it- 
self on the apparent lack of interest dis- 
played by the hotel people in the fate of the 
missing man.

| LABOR IN POLITICAL ROW 


FEDERATION CLASHES oul AT- 
TEMPT TO INDORSE CANDIDATES. 


Propositions to Recommend the Elec- 
‘them of O. N. Carter and Frederick

Politics played a conspicuous part in yes-

the federation. | 

The federation also took a Mand in the 
street railroad franchise contest, and after 
an acrimonious debate in which the ques- 
tion of party advantage entered freely, a 
motion was adopted that members of the 
federation and other representatives of or- 
ganized labor attend next Wednesday 
night’s meeting of the Council, when it is 
expected the fifty-year franchise ordinances 
will be introduced, and protest by their pres- 
ence and in other ways against the passing 
of the measures. ~ 

The first political breeze was stirred up 
by the reading of a communication from 
Typographical Union No. 16 reciting its rea- 
sens for indorsing County Judge Orrin N. 
Carter, declaring he was an able and zealous 

fficial, who had ever shown himself to be 
a sincere friend of organized labor, and 
urging the federation to indorse his can- 
didacy. 

Through an oversight of Victor Williams, 
one of the delegates of the Typographical 
union who handed in the communication, no 
signature was affixed to show from what 
érganization it came, and President Doyle 
ruled against any consideration of the com- 
munication on the ground it was of anony- 
mous origin. Delegate Williams explained - 
that the lack of any signature to the com- 
munication was merely an oversight on his 
part, but President Doyle refused to alter 
his ruling.

We, as 
a non-partisan committee, regret that we are com- 
pelled to condemn as unworthy of your support so 
many of the candidates of a single political party. 
However, this necessity is no fault of ours. Those 
responsible for the nomination of these candidutes 
cannot be heard to complain of the publication of 
but a plain statement of the truth about them. 

The new revenue law confers upon a board of 
five assessors the power to make a new assess- 
ment next year of all the property in Chicago and 
Cook County, which assessment of real estate is 
to stand for four years, subject to review and cor- 
rection by the Board of Review. This board of 
three persons has power, under the law, to “ in- 
crease, reduce, or otherwise adjust the assessment 
of any individual or corporation,’’ and to “ in- 
crease or reduce the entire assessment of either 
real or personal property.’’ 

We believe that all good citizens, whether own- 
ers of mnuch or but little property, desire to have 
the new law honestly and ably administered with- 
out fear or favor, A work so great, so difficult, 
and so vital to both private and public interests’ 
cannot be done by either dishonest or weak men. 
It requires rugged character and high capacity 
to put the new law into effect and secure to the 
people and to the countty its benefits. The ques- 
tion involved in this first election under the new 
law is simply whether it shall be enforced for the . 
benefit of the people or for that of the spoilemen, 
whether it shall promote public order and civic 
decency or be made a vast agency for corruption. 

We hereby respectfully urge all good citizens 
carefully to examine the facts about the candi- 
dates, and to work and vote for those best fitted 
by character and capacity to administer this im- 
portant law.
